yery inn which was decoratedwith the armorial bearinga of his 
liuuily; and not knowing hon far it migbt be advisable to in- 
jlhide on theae uufi-iendly revellers , wiHiout the power of re- 
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pelling or chastiaing their insolenee, he led hia horse toaback- 
door, which, as he recoUected , communicated wilh the land- 
lord'B Bpnrtmeut, having deterinined to make private inqtiiry 
of him conceming tbe state af matters at tbe Castle.

lart words, the bright red becams ofthefamily beaoot began 
again to glimmer irom its wonted <?atch-towar, checkeriog ths 
pale moonbeam mth a raddier glow. Bridgenorth also gaaed- 
on thiBnneipectedillumination with Burprise, and not, Bs' it 
eoemed, without disquietude. "Young man," he reBomed, 
"it can scarcelj be but that Heaven intendg to nork great 
things bj jour hand , bo Bingularly has that augury folloired 
onyourwords." 

So Bajing, he pat bis horseonce more inmotion; and look- 
ing back , from time to time , as if to aBsure himBelf that thA 
beacon of the Castle was actnally rekindled, he lad the way 
through the well-kuon'Q path» and alleys, to his o>m house öt- 
Houltrassie, foUowedbyPeveril, who although senaible that 
the light might be altogether accidental , coold not but leodvs. 
as a good omen an event bo intimately connected irith the tra- 
ditionaand usagea of hisfamily. 

Theyalightedatthehall-door, which was hastily opened

Wb said,Bt the concluaioD of the last cliapter, that a fentale 
farmappeared Bt (hedoar afMoullraBsie-Hall; and that tbe 
well-known acceiits ofAliec Bridgenorth were heard to bail the 
retnm of her father, from what ehe iiaturally dreaded ai m 
petilous vi»! to the Castle^of Mikrtindale- 

Julian, who folloTCcd hiB conductor wilhatbrobbingbeark 
into the liglited ball, was therefore piepared toseehecwkoni. 
he beat loved , with her arms throwu around her father. Tba 
instant Bhe bad quitted liispatenml embrance, she wa» »wiirft 
of the unexpected gueet wbo had relunicd in hia eopipany.- 
A deep blush, rapidly Buccoeded by deadly palctiess, and- 
agaiu by & slighter Buffiiaioa, shewed (plainly to hei- loyet- 
that bis audden appearaoce was any thing but indifferent h^; 
her. He bowed profoundly — & courtcsy wbtch she returned 
with «quäl formality, but did not venture to approach more;

"Some,"heBaid, gravely, "would.iamy case, haveavoided 
thismecting; buL 1 have con£dencein you buth, altboughyoa 
are yonng, and beaet with the snarea i nci dental jto your ttge. 
Theie are those witbin wbo should not know that ye have 
beenacquainted. Wberefore, be wise, and be as atrangera to 
each otber." 

Julian and Alice exchanged glancea aa her father tumod 
from them, and liftingalampwhich slood in the eutrance-hall, 
led tbe waj to the iuterior apartment.

«ithalongrapier, which waa Biispended by leathem ithonga, 
ioa piain beltofbuff, or of blackjleather. Ooeortwoofthe 
ddergueets, whoee bairhadbecRthinnedby time, had their 
lieads covcred with a skullcap of black ailk or vclvet, which, 
being drawn down betwixt the eara and the akuU , and permit- 
ting no bair toleaoape, occasioned the fonner to project in 
the ungraceful manner which tnay be remarked in old pictures, 
■nd which procured f«r the PnritanB the tei-m of "prickeared 
Boundheada," so uaceremonionaly applied to tfaem by their 
öpntemporarieH. 
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Theee worthies were ranged against the wall, each in ht« 
ancient high-backed, long-legged chair-, neithei lookingt»>- 
warda.nor appareutlydiflcoursingwith eBchoCher;butplanged 
in their owa reflections, or avraiting, like an assembly^ of 
Quäkers, the quickening pairer of divine inspiration. 

Major Bridgenorth glided along this formal eocietj witi) 
DOiBelesa Step, sod acomposed Bcverity of manner, resembling' 
theirown, Hepauaedbeforo eadi in succeBsion.nndapparently 
communicated , aabepaased, the trausactionsof theevening', 
aad the circumatances under nhich the heir of Martindale 
Castle was now a gaeet at Maultrassie-Hall, Each seemed to 
Btir at his briefdetail, like a ränge of statues in an enchanted 
hall, Btartingintoeometbinglikelife, as a talisnian is applied 
to them fluccessively, JMost of them,aBtheyheard the narradre 
of their hoitt.castnpon Julian atookofctiriosit7,ljlendedwith 
haughtfBCornaad tbejconüciousiieBs of spiritual auperiority; 
thougb, inoneortwo instances, the milder influencesofcoin- 
paasion nere sufficieutly viaible. — Peveril wonld bave under- 
gone this gauiitlet of ejea witfa more impaticnce, bad not his 
own been for the time eogaged in followingthe motiona of 
Alice, nhoglided tbrough the apartment; and only speaking 
verybriefly,andinwbisperB,tooneortwoof the Company who 
addressedher.took her place beeide a treble-hooded oldlady; 
ÜieonlyfemalRof theparty, and addreased heraelflto her in 
auch earnest converaation , aa might diapcnse with her rairing 
her head , OT looking at any others in the Company. 

Her father put a qneatlon, to wbich she vras obliged to 
retom ananswer — "Where was Mistreas Debbitch'?" 

"She had gone out," Alice replied, "early after sunset, to 
viait Bome old acquaintancea in tiie neighbourhood , and abe 
was not yet return ed." 

Hajoi Bridgenorth made a gestare indicative of displea- 
mre ; and, not content with that, expressed hia determiaed re- 
solution thatDameDeborab shouldnolongerrematnamember 
ßf his family. "i will have thosc," be said aloud, and withoot 
legarding tbe presence of his guesta, "and those only, aronnd 
me, who know to keep within the lober and modeit bonndi of 
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ACbristianfamilf. WhopreteDdetomorefreedom, mostgo 
Vnt from among UB, aa not being of US." 

A deep and cmphatic humming noise, which waa at tbat 
le tbe mode in whick the Puritaus signified their applanse, 
well of the doctrinea eipressed by a favourile divine in the 
Iplpit, as ofthose delivered in private socie^, ratified tbe ap- 
probation of the asaessors, and seemed to secure the dismis- 
HOn of tbe unfortunate governaate, nho Btood Üm% detected 
■ofhavingetrayedoutof bounda. Even Paveril, although he 
'iHLdreapedconaiderableadvantageB, inbiaearljacquaintance 
«jth Alice, from the mercenary and goesipiiig dispoeition of 
tfsa: govemeaa, could aot hear of her dismiasal without appro- 
llKtion, üO mtich vraa ho desirous, tbat, in the houi of difficiiltf , 
which might aqon approa.ch, Alice might bave tbe benefitof 
countcnance and advjce from one of her own sex, of better 
manoers, and less aaapicious probit j, than MiBtress Debbitcb. 
AlmoBt immediatelj after this eommunicatioo had taken 
place, a servant in mouming shewed hia thin, pinched, and 
^okled visage in tbe apartmeat, announdag, nith a voice 
ntore lilie a paaaing bell than tbe herald ofabanquet, that re- 
feeshoientB were ptovided in an adjoiaing apartment Gravely 
leading the way, witbhisdaugbterononeside, and tbepuri- 
tauical female whom ne bave distiiiguiebed onr tbe otber, 
Bridgenortbhimself uabered bis Company, whofolioived, with 
Uttle attention to order or ceremony into tbe eating-room, 
where a subtantial aupper was provided. 

In tbis manner, Peveril, although »ititled according to 
Ordinary ceremonial, to some degree of precedence — amatl«r 
st that time conaidered of uucb importance, altboagb now 
Uttle regarded — was left among tbe last of those who quitted 
the parloui; and might indeed have broughtup tberearof oll, 
had not one of the companj who was bintself late in the 
retreat, bowed and reaigned to Julian the rank in the Com- 
pany nbicb had been usurped by otbers. 

This act of politeneas aaturally induced Julian to ciamine 
the featnrea of the peraon who bad oifered bim this civility; 
aad ,ha stacted to obaerre , undei the pinched velvet oap, and 
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abovetheBhortband-strings, Ihe countenance of Gaoles» _ __ 
bttcalled bimself — bis oompanion od the preceding evenlngr 
Hylooked agaio nnd again, especiall; when alt were placed 
at tne aupper board, anü vrhen, conseqaentl)', he had frequent 
Opportunitios ofobverving thia peraon fiiedly, without any 
breach nf good mannerti. At firEt be wavered in big belief, 
and was much iDcli[ii?d to doubt Ihe reality of bis rccollecttonl; 
for the difference of drcss «aa aucb aa to effect a conBiderallde 
cbaDge of appearance; and the countetiance iteclf, far frotn 
exhibitingan^thrngDiarked or memorable, waa oneof thoBfl 
ordinaiyTiBages wbich Tte see almoBt without remarliing tbem, 
Bnd whicb leave out memorjao booü ob tbe object is withdrawn 
firom OUT eyes. But the iiDpreasien upon his mind returned, 
and became atronger^ unttl it induced tiim to wntch with peca- 
liar attention the maiineiB of Ihe individual who had thiis at- 
tncted bis noticc. 

Duriog the time of a very prolonged grace before meat, 
wbich waB delirered bj one of the Company — wbo, from hia 
Genera band and serge doublet, preBided, an Julian auppoeed, 
over Bome dissentiog congregation — be noticed that thie man 
kept the BBme demure aud severe .caat of counlenancc usnalfy 
affected by the PuritauB, aud ivliieh rathet caricatured tbe 
reverenee unquestiouably dne upon stich occasions. Hia eye« 
were turaed upward , andhiahugepenthoÜBehat, withabi^ 
Crown aad broad brim, held in botli hands betbre him, roae and 
feil with the;cadences of the epeaker'e voice; thiia mhrlds^ 
time, aaitwere, to tbeperiodeof thebenedietion. Yetwben 
tbe slight bustle took place wliich attend« the adjusting of~ 
chaiTB, &e.,a8menait down to table, Julian'a eye encountered 
that of the fltranger ; and as theirlookB met, there glanced from 
those of the latter, an eipreasion of aatiTicalbumour and acom, 
wbichseeinedtointiinateinterual[ridiculeof the gravi tyof hia 
preaent demeanour. 

Julian again BOugbt to dx hl« eye, in Order to ascertaia thtt 
he had not miataken the tendency of thia tranaient eipreision, 
but the Btranger did not aüow him another opportunity. He 
might have been dieüorered by the tone of bis roice; but the 
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individuolinqueatioaspokelitüe, andin whiepera, whichwas 
bideed the fa^hion of the whole con\p&ay, whose demeauour at 
toble resembled that of monmera ai a f uneral feaat.

Accordingly, uponctoae Observation, he rcmarked 
liatthefood which he took upon bis plate, rcmained there 
Dconsuroe.d; and tbat bis actual supper conaiatcd onljof a 
ostof bread, witb a glaeaof winc. 

The repaat waa huiried over witb the haate of thoae, wbo

IS of conaumingtime, orof receivingpleasure; andwben 

, n wiped tbeir mouths and muetaches, Julian remarked, that 

lue object of hia curiositj used a handkerchief of the kneat 
Mmbric — an articie rather inconaiatent nith the cxterior 
9B, nottoaaycoaTaeueaa, of bisappearaucc. He used 
eral of tbe moreminute rcfitieinents,tbeuonljobaeiTed 
it tables of the higber rank; aiid Julian thought be could 
Sscem, at every tum, aomething of courtly mauners and 

KEtures , linder tbe preciee and ruatic aimplicity of the Char- 
ter whicb he had assmued.'* 

But if tLbia were indee(( fhat same Ganlesse vritb whom 
talianhadmeton theprecediDgevening,and wbohadboaeted 
e facility with which he could assume any character which 
tu pleaaed to repreaent for the time, what could be the purpose 
MhiBpreaent diaguise? He was, if bis own words could be 
Bredited, apersonofsomeimportance, who dared todefy tba 
dangerof thosooScersandinfprnierB, before whom all rauks 
pt that time trembled; nornasbelikely, as Julian conceived, 
without aome stroug purpoae, to aubject himaelf to auch a 
inaatiuerade as tbe present , wb^cb could not be olherwiae tban

If not, might bq^ 
the machiaations of abraiuao eubtile, aSect the peace and 
happineBs of Alice ISridgcnorth? 

These were qaestions which no reflection could enabl« 
Pcveril to analer, His eyea gianced from Alice to the 
■tronger; andnewfcars, and undefined guspicions, in which. 
the Eafetj of that beloved and lovclj girl waa implicated, 
mingled with the deep anxicty which alrcady occupiod hi* 
mind, onaccountof hisfather, andhiefather's houao. 

He waa in this tumult of mind, nhcD,'aftera thanksgiTÜitg 
aalong asthc gracc, the Company aroae from table, [and wers 
inatantly Bummonedto theeierciseof familj worship. A trala 
ofdomeatica, grave, Bad/andmelanchoty aa theirsurperior», 
glided in to assiBt at thU act of devotion, and ranged then- 
selves at the lowet end of the apartmenL Most of theae men 
were armed with long tucka, aa thestraight stahbiugsword», 
mach uaed by Cromweira aoldiery , were then called. Serenl 
bad large piatoUalao; and the coralets or citirasBea of aotas 
were heard to dank, aa tbcy aeated themselvea to partake in 
this act of devotion. The ministry of him whom Julian had 
aupposed a preacher, waa not naed oa thia occaaion. M%]or , 
Biidgenorth bimself read and eipounded a chaptcr of Scrip- , 
ture,with mnchstrengthandmaulineaa of exprRaBion,altboi]gh 
so aa not to et'cape the cbarge of fanaticism. The niueteentb 
chapter of Jcrcmiah waa the portion of Scripture which be 
aeleoted; in which, undcrtbe type ofbreakingapotter'aTeaBol, 
theprophet preaagesthedesolationof ihc JewB. Thelecturei 
was not natiu a'ty eloquent ; but a atrong, deep, and aincere 
convicdon of the truth of what he said, supplied him witb 
language of euergy and fire, aahe drewa pBJ'allel between the 
abominations of the worehip of Baal, and the comiptionBof the 
Cburch of Rome — so favourite a topic with tbe Furitana of 
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thfttperiod; and denoanced agitinst fheCatbolics, andthois 
who favonred them, that hisaiug and deaolation which tho 
propbct directed ftgainst the citj of Jerasalem. Hia hearers 
made a jet cloaer application thaD the lecturerhimself sng- 
gested; and manj a dark proud eye intitnated, by B. gUnce on 
Julian, thatonhbfather'shouaewere'already, iasomepart, 
cealised those dreadful malcdictions. 

The lecture iinished, Bridgcnorth sQmmoiicd them to urnte 
irith hünin prajer; and on a BÜgbt cbange of airaagementi 
amongsttbe Company, nhich took place as they wcre aboutto 
kneeldown, Julian found bisplneeneitto tbesingle-ininded 
andbeantifal objectof liia affectton, aaeheknelt, inherlove- 
Uneas , to adore her Creator. A abort time waa permitted for 
mental devotion; during -which, Peveril could bear hcrhalf- 
breathed petition for the promised blesungs of peace od earth, 
andgoodwill towards tbechildrenof men. 

The prayer which enaued waa in a different tone. It wsi 
ponred forth by the aame peraon who hadofficiated aacbaplaia 
at the table ; and waa in the tone of a Boanergea , or So» jof 
Thunder — a denouncer of crioies — an iuvoker of jndgmenta 
— almoat aprophetof evilaadof destraction. The testimoniea 
and the ains of the day were not forgotten — the mjeteiioos 
Biilrder of Sir Edmondabury Godfrey waa inaiafed upon'— aod 
tbanks aad praiae were offered, that the very night on 
wtdch thej were asaembled , had not aeen another oScring of a 
Ftoteatant magiatrate, tu thebloodthintyfury of the revenge- 
fal Catholica. 

Nevei had Julian found itmore difficult, during an act of 
derotion, tomaiutainhiamindinafcamebefitting thepoaturo 
aod theoccaaioD; andvibenheheardtheapeakcrreturii thanks 
forüiedownfallanddevostatiouof hiefainily,be wasstrongly 
tempted to bave atarted upon bis feet, and chai^ed him witb 
offeringatribute/.atainednithfalaehoodaDdcatuinDy, at the 
throne of trutli itaelf. He reaisted, howevcr, animpuUe which 
ifwoold faavebeen insanity to hareyielded to, and hia patience 
waanot wilhoutitar«waTd; for when hia fairueighbourarosa' 
Tom her kueea , the lengthened and prolonged piayer being at' 
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last concladed, beobaervedUiat berej'es wcreBtrcamingwilk 
teara; and oaeglance with which she looked athim in thst 
momeat, ahcwed more of aJTectionate ioterest for him iatiifl 
fallen fortuuee and precariouBcoDditioii.tbauhehad beenoble 
to obtain itotn her vhenbia worldlyestatcBeemedsomucli U 
morccxaltedof tho two. 

Cheered and fortified witb the conTiction that onebcMom 
in the Company, and that in nhich he most eagerly ionged tO 
secure an interest, ajinpathized witb bis diBtresä, he feU 
stcong to endure nhatever was lo folloir , and ebrunk not fnw 
the Stern still amile with vhicb, one by oae, the meetingi«. 
gardedtuQ), as, gUding to tbeirseveralplaceaof repose, tb^ 
indulged themBelvee at parting tritb a look of triumph on onCi 
whDin thej considered as thcir captive cnerny. 

Alice alio paaaed by her lover, her eyes fiied on t 
gronnd, and answered bis Ion obeieance nitbout raiaing them. 
Tbe Toom was now empty, but for Brldgenorlh and bis guest, 
orprisoner; forit is difflcult to saj in tvliich capacity Peveril 
ong^t to regard bimself. He took an old brazen lamp from . 
tbe table, and, leadingtbe way, said, atthesame time, !*I 
mast be the uncourtlj chamberlain , who am to uaber you to a 
place ofrepose, morerude, perbaps, than jou bafe been ae- 
coatomed to occupj."

Witb such baae opiates djd thia uuhappy wretcfa stifle hia 
own conscience, whilo aaticipating the disgrace of hia friand'» 
familj', audtheruiiiof anearrelatire, committed incoDfidence 
to hia Charge. The character of tliia man was of no common 
dewription; iior was it bj an ordinaiy read tbat he had ar- 
rived at the preaent climai of «nfeeling and infamoua ael- 
fiahness. 

Edward ChristiaD, as the reader ia aware, was tbc brother 
of tfast William Christian, who was the principal inatrument 
in dclireriog up the Isle of Man to the Republic, and who be- 
came the victim of the Connteis of Derbf's revenge on that 
acoouDt. Both had been educatcd as Puritana , bat William 
iraB a soldicr, which aomewhat modified tbe strictneas of hia 
religiouBopinione; Edward, a civilian, seemed to entertaiu 
these principlea in the utmoat rigonr. But itwaa onljBceming. 
The exactness of deportment, which procnred him great 
honoor aiidinflaenceamong the^ciäfr/iQrfy, BS thcjwere wont 
to term themselres, covered a voluptuous diaposition, the 
gratification of which waa sweet to hin as atolen waters , and 
pleaaont aa bread eateu in accret. While, therefore, hisseem- 
ing godliness brought him norldlygain, bissecretpleasuces 
compensatcd for bis outward austeritj ; until the Kestoration, 
and the Countesa's violent proceedings againat bis brother, 
intemipted the course of botb. He tlienfledfrooihisuative 
island, bumingwithlhe deslre of revenging'hisbrother'a death 
— tbe on\j paasion foreign to bis own gratification which he 
was ever known to cberJsh, and wbich was alao, at teaat, 
partlj Eelfish, siiicc it concemed the restoration of bis own 
fortunes. 

Ue found easj acceaa to Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, 
irho, in rigbt of btaDucheaa, claimed such of the Derby estats 
ü had been bestowed bj tbe Parliament on bis celebrateä 
. PttTÜ of iJt« Paat- II- 7 
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fatlier-in-lav, Lord Fairfax. Hia iofliieiice at the Court of 
Charles, vhere a jest was a better plea than a long daim of 
faithfiil aerrice, waaso succeaafully pierted, aa to contribute 
greatty to the depreasion of that loyal and iU-rewardedfamily. 
But BuckinghamnasiDcapable, evenforhisowniutereit, of 
pnreiuDg tbe Bteady course wbich Christian saggested tobim; 
and hla vacillation probably aaved the remnant of tbe large 
estatee of the Earl of Derby. 

Heantlme, Chriatian was too uaeful a foUower to be dle- 
miased, From Buchingham, and otheiti ofthat stamp, hedid 
not afiect to conccal the laxity of bis morals; bat, tCFwards 
tbe oamerDua and poirerful party to which he belouged, he 
was able to diaguiae tbem by a seeming gravity of eiterior, 
whicb be uevef laid aaide. ladeed , ao wide and absolute vas 
theo the diatinctionbetwiit the Court and the city, that atnas 
might have for Bome tinie played tn-o eeveral parts ,' as in two 
diffiireat spherea, without its being discovered in tho one that 
heeKbibitedbimaetf inadiSerent light in the otber. Beaidei, 
when amanoftalentabewshimaclf anableandnsefiilpartiBaii, 
hia party will continue to protect and accredit him, in spiteof 
conddct the most contradictory to their own priiiciplcs. Somti 
fkcta are, in auch caacs, deiiicd — aome are glossed oTei' — 
and parlyzealispermittedto Cover atleastasmnnydnfectsiu 
ever doth charity. 

Edward Chriatian had often need of the partial Indulgence 
ofhiafirienda; butheexperiencedit, forhe waseminentlynse* 
tai. Buckingbam, und other courtiera of the anme claas, how- 
erer dissolnte in tbeir livea, were desirous of keeping sone 
oonnection with the Disaenting or Puritanie party, aa it vraa 
termedj therebytoatrengtbeafhemselvea againat their oppo- 
nenta at Conrt. In sach intriguee, Christian nas a notable 
agent; andat onetimehadnearlyprocnrcdanabsolnteiuuon 
between a clasa wbkh profcsacd tbe most rigid principles of 
religion andmorality, and the latitadinarian courtiera, who 
set all principle at defiance. 

AmidsttheTicissitudesof a life of intrigue, doring which 
Bnckingbam'a ambitioiu sohemea, and bis onn, repeatedl^ 
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t him serosa the Atlaatic , it was Edward ChriBtian'a bOEUt 
that he never loat eight of hia principal object, — revenge on 
the Gonntesa of Derby. He majntained a olose and iatimate 
coTreapondencewithhisiiAtive Island, ao as to be perfectly in- 
formed ofwhatever took place there; aod he atimulated, OD 
erery faTOurabloopportimity, thecupidity ofBackinghBCoto 
pouesBhimself of thU petty kingdom, by procuriug the for- 
feitofeof itapreaentLoard. Itwaanot difficulttokeephispa- 
tron'B wild wiahea alire on this topic, for hls own mercuiial 
imaginatioD attached paiticnlar channs to the idea of be- 
eoming a sort of aovereign even in this iittle Island ; and he 
was, like Catiliue, as covctoua of the property of others, as he 
was profuse of hia own. 

Batitwaanotnntil the pretended diacovery of the Papist 
Flotthat the achemes ofChristian could be broughttoripen; 
and then, ao odioua were the Catholica in the eyes of the cre» 
dnlons people of England, that, upon the accuaation of the 
moat intatnouBof maukiud, common informera, thescourings 
of jails, and the refase of the whipping-post, the most atro- 
Gions charges against peraona of the higheet rank and fairest 
oltaracter, were readily received and credited. 

Thie was a pcriod whieh Cbristiau did not fail to improTe. 
He diQW cloae hia intimacy with Bridgenocth , whicb had in- 
deedaeverbeenintemipted, and readily engagcd him in hia 
■ehemea, which, intheeyeaofhia brother-in-law, werealike 
honourable and patriotic. But, while he ÜatteredBridgenorth 
irith the achieving a complete reformation in the state — 
checkiag the p^olligal^y of the Court — relieving the con- 
sfliencea of the Dissentera from the pressure of the pcnal laws 
— aniending, in fine, the erying grierancea of the time— ~ 
whileheahewed liim alao, in prospeet, revenge upon theCount- 
eas of Derby, aad a hambling dispenaation on the house of 
Ptveril, from whora Bridgenorth had auffered auch indignity, 
Christian did not neglect, in the meanwbile, to consider how 
be conld best benefit himself by the confidence reposed in him 
hfiüa niuiupiciona relation. 

The extreme beauty of Alice Bridgenorth — the great 
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wealth which time and econom^ had accnmulated on her 
father — pointed her out aa a most desirable match to repair 
the waBtedfortUDesofaomeofthefotlowerBofthe Court; and 
he flattered himaelf that he could condact such a negotiation 
■c aa to be in a high dcgree conducive to his osrä advantage. 
He fbiind there noald be litcle difücultj in prevailing on 
Major Bridgenorth to intrust him with tbe guardiauship of bü 
daDgbter. That unfortnnate gentleman bad accustomed him- 
aelf, from the veryperiodof berbirtb, to regard tbe preaenca 
of hie cbild as a worldly indulgence too great to be allowed to 
him; and Cbristian had little trouble in conriaciog him that 
tiie atroag inclination wbich he feit to beatow her on Julian 
Peveril, provided he could be brougbt over to bis own political 
opinions, was a blameable Gompromise nith bis more severe 
principles. Late circumstanoes bad laugbt hiro tbe inoa- 
pacity and nnülDess of Dame Debbitch for the sole chatge of 
sodeaca pledge; and hereadily and tbankfuily embcaced the 
kiud ofier of her matemal uacle, Christian, to place Alice 
nnder the protection of a lady of rank in London, wbilat he 
himaelf waa to be engaged in tbe acenes of buBtle and blood, 
which, in common with all goodProtestante, be eipectedwaa 
speedily to take place on a general rising of tbe Papista, 
unleH prevented by tbe active andenergetiemeasuresof tha 
goodpeopleof England. Ho even coafoxsed bis fears, that hia 
partial regard for Alice'a happineaa migbt cnervute his efforta 
in bebalf of bis country; and Christian bad little trouble in 
eliciting from bim apromise, that be wouldforbeartoinqniifl 
after her for some lime. 

Thna certaio of being the temporaiy guardian of bb niece 
for a apace long enough, he flattered faimaeif, for the execution 
of bia purpose, Chriatian eadeavonredtö pave tbe iray by Con- 
sulting CbiSinch, whoae knoimakillin Court policy qualiSed 
him beat aa an adviser on this occaaiou. But tbis worthy per- 
ton, being, in fact, a purveyor for hia Majesty'a pleasures, and 
on that accouDt high in hiagoodgraces, thoughtit feil witbin 
the line of hia duty to suggeat another acheme tban that on 
which Christiah connilted him. A woman of such eiquiaite 
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:e was described , he deemed more worthy to be '| 

apartakerofthe afiections oft be meriy Monarch, nhoaetaatfl 
infernale beauty wae so exquisite, than to be made the wifeof 
Home wom-out prodigaL o( quality. And then , doing perfect 
justice to bis own character, he feit itnouldnotbeone whit 
impured, while bis fortuue nould be, in everj reapect, greatlf 
unended, if, after sharing the sbortreignof the Gtryos, the 
Dkvü'b, the lioberls'B, and ao forth, Allco Bridgenortb shonld 
retirefrom theetateof aroyalfavourite, into the bumble con- 
ditionof M». Chiflitich. 

After cautiously soundiug Christian , and finding that the 
near proepect of interest to himaelf pffectually prevented bis 
■tarting at tbis iniqaitous sclieme , Chiflitich detaiied it to him 
fiiUy, carefallyiceeping the final tenninationout of sight, and 
talking of the favour to be acquired by the fair Alice a> no 
pMeing caprice, but the commencemeDt of a reign aa long and 
Volute BS tbat of the Duchess of Portsmouth, of whose 
wariee and domineering temper Charles was now understood 
to be much lired, thoagh the force of babit rendered him 
pequal to üree himaelf of her yoke. 

Thu uhalked out, the scene prcpared waa no longer the 
ttrigneof a Court pander, aud a viUainouaresolutionforthe 
lin. of an innoccnt girl , but becameastateintrigue, forthe 
movalof anobnoiiousfavourite, and thesubsequentchange 
f the King's sentiments upon varioos matcrial points, in 
fiüeh he was at preaeut influenced by tbe Daches» of Port»- 
mth. In thUlight itwaaexhibited totbeDukeof Buckiog- 
m, who, either to sustain bis cbaracter for daring gallanlry, 
«c in Order t« gratify some capricious fancy , bad at one lime 
aade love to the reigning farourite and experienced a repulse 
wliicli be bad never forgiven. 

Bat one scheme was too little to occupy the active and 

terpriibg spirit of the Duke. An appendii of the Fopisb 

ot was easlly so contrived as to involre tbe Countcss of 

Perby, wbo, from cbaracter and retigion, was preciaely tbe 

' BTBOa whom the credutous part of the public were inclined to 

ippose tbe liliely accomplice of auch a conspitacy. Chrictiaii 
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and BridgeiioTth nndertook the perilous 
tackiag her eveu in her own littlekingdomof Man, andh&d 
commissioDB forthia purpose, which were only to be produced 
in caae of their scheme taking effect. 

It miscarried , as the reader is aware , from the Coantess's 
alert prcparations for defenco; and neithcr Christian not 
Bridgenortb held il sound polic}' to practise opealj, even 
nnder pailiamentary authoritj , againat a ladj so tittle liable 
to hesitate upon the measures moet likely to aecure her feadal 
aovereignty; misely considering, that even Üio omuipotenoe, 
as it faoa been somewhat too largelj styled, of Parliament, 
miglit fail torelieve tliem from the persoualconsequencesofa 
failure. 

On the contineat of Britnio, howevcr, no Opposition was tq 
bfl feated; and so well was Cliriatian acquainted vith all the 
motiona intheinterioroftheCounlCBa'slittlecourt, orhouse- 
hold, thatPeveril would have been arreated the inal^ant he set 
foot on Bhore, hut for the gale of wind, whioh obliged the 
voMel, in which he was a pasecnger, to nxa for LiverpooL 
Here Cliriatiaa, under the name of Ganlesso, unexpectedlj 
met with him, and preaerved him from the fangs of the well- 
breathed witnesBes of the Piot, with the purpose of securing 
hlB deepatcheH, or, if neccBsarj, hin person also, in such a 
manner as to place him at bis own discredaD — a narrow and 
periloua game, which he thoaght it bctti^r. however, to nnder- 
take, than to permit these auhordiuate agenta, who vrero 
alwaya ready to mutiny against all in Inague with them, to 
obtain the credit nbich they must have doae by the seizure of 
the CouDteEB of Derby's despatchea. Jt was, besidea, essential 
to Bnckingham's achemea that these sEionld Dot pasa into the 
handa of a public ofiicer like Topham, who, however pompom 
andatupid, waa uprightandnell-intentioned, untiltbeyhad 
undergoae the reviaal of a private committee, where some- 
tbing might have probably been Euppreased, cvcn suppoHing 
tbat nothing bad-been added. In short, ChÜBtiau, iu carryin^ 
on bis own separate and peculiar intrigne, by the agency of 
the Great Popisb Plot, aa it waa called , acted juat like an 
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engineer, who derives the principle of motion which tums his 
michiuerj, by meana of a Hteam-engine, or large water-wheel, 
confitructed tu drive a. separale aad larger engioe. Accord- 
iogly, he was delermined Ihal, vhile he took all the advanCage 
be could fruni their aupposcd discarerics, do oqo ahauld be 
admitted to tamper or iuterfere with his own plana of ptofit 
aod revenge. 

Chiffiiich, who, desironaof satisfyinghimaelf with:hisown 
eyea of that eieelleut beauty which had been so highly ei- 
tolled, had gone down to Dei'byshire on purpose, was m- 
finitely delighted, when, during the course ofatwohoars' 
»ermoa at the dissentiugchapel in Liverpool, which afibrded 
him ample lelsure for a deliberate eurvey, he arrived at the 
conclasion that he had nevcr seen a form or face more cap- 
tirating. His eyee haring coafinned what was told him, he 
honied back to the little inn which formed tbeir place of 
rflidezvona, and there awaitcd Christian and his niece, with a 
degree of confidence in the suecesa of their project which he 
bkd not before eatertained ; and with an apparatue of luxury, 
calCBlated, as he thought, to make a favourable Impression on 
the mind of a nistic girl. He was somewbat aurpri^ed , when, 
iuBtead of Alice Bridgenorth , to whom be cjipected that night 
to heve been introduced , he found that Christian waa accom- 
pai^d bf Julian Peveril. It was indeed a. severe dieappoint- 
nMnt, for he had prevailed on his own indolcnce to venture 
tlnu ^ from the Court, inorder that 1" -night judge, with Mi 
«wn paramount taste, whether Alifi: w.i' really the prodigy 
which her iincle'a praiaes had bespoken her, and, aaauch, a 
rietim worthy of the fale to which she w.is deatined. 

A few worda betwijtt the worthy CLiiirederateB deterrained 
tbem on the plan of Stripping I'i'VL'iil of tbe Countesa'a 
detpatches; ChiBinch absolutciy refusing to iake any share 
in arreating him , ai a matter of which his Maaler's approba- 
tkm might be very uncertain. 
' Cbrifttian had also bis own reasons for abstaining from bo 
' slaire a atep. It was by no meaua likely to be agreeable to 
'ig0north,whomitwaBnccessarytokeep tugoodhumoiir, — 
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it was not necessarj, for tbe Countess'g despatcheB 
more importancp than tbe persoti of JuliflD. Lastlj, it it 
superfluouB iu this respect aUa, tbat Julian was on the road ta 
bis father's caatle, whece it was likelj he irould he seized, as a 
matter ofconrse, alongwilli the othetaiispiebuB persona who 
feil UDiler Topham's Warrant , and ll(e di^nuuciations of hü io- 
foinouB coDipanionB. He, therefbre, tai from using aaj 
violence to Feveril, assumed towards bim such a, friendly tone, 
at might eecm to warn bim against receiviug damage from 
others, and vindicate bimself from baving auy ehaie in de- 
priring bim of bis cbarge, JTbis last manceuvre naa acMeved 
by an infusion of a Btrong aarcotic into Julian's wine ; under 
tbeinfluenceof nhich, heelumbcredaoBoundly, tbat the con- 
fcderates were easily able to accomplish tbeii inboepitabte 
pnrpoae. 

The eventB of tbe Bucceeding daya are already known to 
tbe reader. Cbiffincb set forward to retiira to London , with 
the packet, wbichitwasdeBirableHbouIdbeinBuckiDgham'i 
baads as aoon as pouible; whileCbriBtian went to Moultrassie, 
to receive Alice from ber fatber, and convey her safely to 
London — bis accompltce agreeing to defer bia cnriosity to 
See more of her nntil theyshould havearrived in that city. 

Before parting withBridgenortb, Chnstian bad eierted bis 
atmest addresa toprevailonhim toremainat Moultraasie; he 
had even overatepped tbe bounds of prudence, and, by bis 
urgency awakened aome auapicions of an indefinite nature, 
nliich he found it difücult to allay. Bridgenortb , tberefore, 
followed bis brother-in-law to London; and the reader hat 
already been made acqnainted with the arU whicb Chriatiaa 
used to prevent bis farther interference witb the destinios of 
bia daoghter, or the unballowed scbeniea of her ill-choieB 
guardian. Slitl Christian, as he atrode along the streetin 
profound reflection, saw that bis undertaking was attended 
with a tbouaand perila ; and tbe dropa Btood like beada on hi« 
brow whcii he thought of tbe preBumptuoua levity and fickle 
temper of Bnckingbam — the frivolity and intemperance of 
ChitHnch — the snapicione of the mebncholy and bigoted, yet 
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gNCB wxj, aadlkil tfae «fcok n

who were most likely to lend a^isCance to his parenta , aa well ' 
aa to hia patroneaa, in theii preaent Bituatiou of iloubt ond 

duiger. Amongst thcse , the moat powcrful waa tho Duke of | 

Onnond, wbose faithful aerrices, higb rauk, and auknowlcdged . 
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worth and rätue, etill preserved an aaeendency in tbat^ 
Court, wTiere, ingeneral, he was regardedasontof favonr. 
Indeed, so much consciousneaa did Chailca display in. hie 
demeanour towards thut celebrated noble , andservaiitof hü 
fstber, that Buckhigliam once took the frcedom to ask thci 
King wlicther the Duke of Ormond had tost bis Majesty'l 
favour, or hi» Maj'esty the Dake'a? fiiaeo, whenever they 
chanced tomeet, the King appeared the morectnbarraesedof 
the two. But ic was not Peveril's good fortune to obtain the 
advice or coontcnance of this distinguisbed pereon. Uis Grace 
of Ormond was uot at that time iii London. 

The letter, about the dclivery of which theCountesshad 
seemed most anxious after that to the Duke of Ormond, was 
addreesed to Captain Barstow, (a Jesuit, whoae real name wa* 
Fenwicke,) to be found, or at leaat to be heavd of, in the hoiue 
of one Matttfi Christat in the Savoy. To thia place bastened 
Pereril ; li^on Ifeaming the abaence of the Duko of Ormond. 
He was not Ignorant of the daiiger which he personally in- 
Durred, bj tbus becominga medium of communicationbetwizt 
aPopiohprie-t andasuspected Catholic. But when he ander- 
took the pmloua commiiaion of hia patrootsi, be had doneso 
frankly, and with tlie unreäerved resolutionof serviugherin 
the manner in which she moat desired her a&airs to be con- 
ducted. Yet he could not forhear aome secret apprehension, 
when he feit himself engnged in the lahyrinth of passages and 
galleries, which led to differentobscureaetsofapartments, in 
the ancient building tcrmed the Savoy. 

Thia antiquated and alaiostrainouapileoccupied apart of 
the Ute of the public ofiicea in the i^trand , comtnonly called 
Somerset-fiouse. The Savoy had been fonneriy a palaoe, 
and took its name from an Earl of Savoy, by wbom it wu 
founded. It had been the habitation of John of Graunt, and 
varions pereona of diatinction — had become a convent, ali 
hoapital, and fiually, in Charles ll.'s time, a waste of dila- 
pidated buildiug^ and ruinous apartmcnts , iuhabited chiefly 
by thoae who had aome (-onnectionnith, ordependance upoi), 
tbeneighbouiingpaitiee of Some^Be^Ho^se, which, moro for^ 
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Monate than theSavoy. had still retained itsroyal title, «nd ^^\ 
wäs tlie abode of apart oftbe Court, andoccasionalljof tbe 
King himself, who had apartmeiits there. 

It was not nithout severul iQC]uirieB, and more thanone 
mUtake, that, at the endofa long and duBkypsaBage, com- 
posed of boards so wasted by time, that they threatened to 
give »ay under his fcet, Julien at length fouad (he name of 
Martin Christal, broker and appraiaer, upon a cbattered door. 
He was aboutto knock, whensomeonepulledhiscloak; and 
looking round, to his great astonishment, which indeed almost 
amounted to fear, lie saw the liltle mnte damsel, who had 
accompanied him for a part of the way on his voyage from 
tbe Ia!e of man. "Fenella!" he esclaimed, forgetting that 
she could neithei' hear nor reply, — '^Fenella! Can this be 
you?" 

Fenella, aesuming the air of warning and QUtborily, which 
ehe had heretofore endeavoured toadopt towardshin, inter- 
posed betwixt Julian and the door at which he was about to 
knock — poiutcd with her finger towards it in a prohibiting 
manner, and at the same time beut her brows, andehookber 
head »tenily. 

After a moment's consideration, Julian could place but one 
interpretation upon Feiiella's appcarance and conduct, and 
tbat was , by Bupposing her lady had codje op to London , and 
had despatched this mnte attcndant, as a confidential per- 
Bon,to opprUehiuiofBomechangeof her iatended Operations, 
whicfa might render the delivery of her letters to Barstow, aliat 
Feowicke, auperfluous, or perbaps daiigerons. He made 
•igUB to Fenella, demanding to know whetber she had any 
commiaaion from the Conntesa. She nodded. " Had she any 
letter?" he eontinued, by the eame niode of inquiry.

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the dilapidated Savoj, equal l4i that with whjch he had 
her formerlj lead the iray tlirough the gloo^y vaults ot Caatle 
Rashin, iD the Isle of Mau. 

When he recoUecWd, however, that Fenell« had accom- 
panied the CouDtees OD a long Visit to Loadon, itappearednot 
tmprobable thatshemight thenbave acquired thislocalknow- 
ledge which secmed so accuratc. Maay foreigners, dependent 
on the Queen or Queen Donagei, had apartmeata in the 
SaTOj. Many Catholic prieats also found refuge iu ita receaa- 
ea , uader rarious disguises , and in defiauce of the severity ot 
the lawa against Popery. What was more likely, than tbat 
the Ck)UDteBs of Derby, a Catholic and aFrenchwoiuan, shonld 
have had aecret commisBionB amongst such people; and that 
the execution of euch shouldbe iiitiusted,at leastoccasionallf, 
to FenellaV 

Tbus reflecting, Julian contiuued to follow her ligbtand 
actire footsteps as she glided from tlie Strand to Spring-Gar- 
den, aud thence into the Park. 

jt was Btill earlj in the moniiog, and the Mall waa un- 
tenanted, eaveby afew walkere, whofrequentedtheseshadea 
for the wholesome purpoiee of air and exerciee. Splendour, 
gaiety, and display, did not come forth, at that period, nntil 
atx^ was approaching. All readera have heard that the 
whole Space nhere the HorseGuardaarenoir bullt, made, in 
tbe.time of Charles 11., a part of St Jaines'sPai'k; and that 
the old building, now calledtheTreasury, was a part of the 
ancient Palace of Whitehall, nhich was thus immedialely 
connected with the Park. The canal had been constracted, 
by the celebrated Le Notre , for the purpose of draining the 
Park; and it commanicated with the Thames by a decoy, 
atocked with a quantity of the rarer waterfowl. It waa to- 
wards this decoy that Fenella hent her way with unabated 
apeed; and they were approaching a group of two or tbree 
genttemen, who sauntered by ita batiks, when, on looking 
cloBely at him who appeared tobe the chiefoftheparty, Julian 
feit his heart beat uncommonly thick , as if conacious of ap- 
prouching some one of the higheet conaequence. 
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The peraon irhom he looked upon was paet tlie niiddle age 
nflife, of a dark compicsion, corresponding witli the long, 
btack, full-botComed perinig, which he nore inatead of )us 
own hair. Uis dress was piain blackTelvet, with a diamond 
Btar, however, ouhiacloak, whieli hung carelessly over one 
ahoolder. His fcatares, etrongly Hned, eveo to barahness, had 
yet an eipreasion of digalÜed good-humour; he was well and 
■troDgly bnilt, nalked upright andyet eosüj, andbadnpon 
theiThole theairof aperaonof tbe higheat conaideration. He 
kept raUier in advoiice of his companions, but tumed and 
^>oketo them, Iroin time to titne, withmuchaffability, aad 
pTObablj with BOme lireliiiesa, jadgiDg by tbe smilea, aad 
■ometimea the acarce restrained laughter, by which some of 
ins ealliea were received by hia attendaata. They also wore 
oofy moming drcases ; but tbcir looks and manner wcro those 
ofmen of rank, in preaenceofone in Station still more elevated. 
Tfa^ flhared tbe attenlio» of their principal in common with 
■eren or eiglit liltleblackcurly-hairedapamels, orratber, aa 
they are uow called , cockera, which atteoded their mssteraa 
cloaely, and perbaps with aa deep aentimeata of attachment, 
aath'ebSpeda of tbe gronp; and whose gambols, wljjcbseemed 
to affoTd hini much amusemcnt, beaometioiea checked, and 
Mjmetiiiiea etacoUragcd. In addition to tbis paatime, a lackey, 
or gtoom, was also in attendance, with one or two litte basketa 
ftnd bagB , from whiuh the gcntleman we bave deacribcd took, 
tntit time to time, a handfiil of sc^da, and amused himaelf with 
llirowing them to the watei'fowl. 

This, the King's favourito occupntion, together with his 
mnarkable countcnancc, and the deportment of the rest of the 
Company towarda him, satiafied Julian Peveril that he was 
qtproaching, perhapa indecorously, near to the person of 
Charles Stewart, theaecondof that unhappy name. 

While he heeitated to follow hia dumb guideanyuearer, 
aod feit the embarraaementof beingunahleto commnuicate to 
her hia repugnance to farther iutruaion , a persoa in the royal 
~*inue touched a light and livcly air on tbe flageolet, at a 
' from the King, who deaired to have some tune repeated 
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which had strack bim in the theatre on the precediog evening. 
White the good-natured monarch marked time with hisfoot, 
ftndwith the motioaof hisband,FeDellacontiiiaedtoapproach 
him , and threw into hei maaner the appearance of one who 
was atiracted , as it were in spiteof heraelf, b^ the Homids of 
the instmment 

AnxiouB toknowhowthiswae toead,andastaDiibedtoBM 
the damb girl imitate bo accurately the maiuier of one vho 
aotnally heard the mmical ootes, feveril also dreir neari 
though at BOmewhat greater distance. 

The Kiug looked good-humouredlj at both, aa if he ad> 
mitted thcir mueical entbusiasm aa an excuae for their inbm- 
eion; bat biaeyesbecamerivetedouFenella, whoae face and. 
appearance, although rathcr singular than beaatifal, had 
aomething ia tbem wild, fantastic, aud, as bciag so, even cap- 
tivating, to an eye wbich bad bceu gratified perbapa to satietj 
witb tbe ordinary forma of femalebeauty. Shcdidnotappear 
tonoticehowdosely she wasübservedj but, aaif actiagunder 
an irreBiatible impulse, derived from the aouiids to nbich ahe 
aeemed to listen, she undid the bodkin round which her long 
treasea were winded , and flinging thera euddenlj over her 
ölender person, aa ifoaing tbem asa natural veil, abebegan to 
dance, mth infinite grace and agility, to the tune vrhicb the 
fiageolet playcd. 

Feveril lost almoat his acase of theKing'spreaence, whea 
he observed with nbat wondcrfnl grace aud agilitj Fenella 
kept time to notes , wbicb could onlj bs knovrn to ber hj the 
motiona of the musician's fiugera. He had heard, indeed, 
among other prodigies, of a person inFenella's unhappy eituar- 
tton acquiriug, hy eome unaccountable audrayaterionatact, 
thepowcTof actingas an instrumental muaician, iiay, becom- 
ing so accurate a performer as to be capable of leading a 
mnaicalband; and be bad also hcardof deaf anddumbpersons 
dancing with sufficient accuiacy, bj observingthe motions of 
theii partaer. Bat Fenella's Performance accmed more 
vonderful tban either, since the muaician n^a guided bj his 
written aotes, and the dancer by the motiona of the otbera ; 
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HbeasFenelU bad do intimation, aave whatsheseemed to ^^| 
^Mer, withinfiiiite accuracj, bjobBerviugCbemotioQofthe ^^|

If lam delained , it must be by violence, 
rhich I trugt noonertare offer tomein your MajeBty'apreBencfc 
Thisgeutleman, nhomihavelongknown, will cooduct me to 
t m^ friends.'" 
_ " Wemakehutan indiffprentfigure in this Bcene,raethinkB," 
Hüd the King, addrccaing theDuke of Buckingham, and speak* 
Bginawhisper; " but äbe must go — I neither will , nordare 
Aopber^mreturning to herfather." 

"And if aliedoea," aworefhe Dukeintemally, "Iwould, 
■ Sir Andrew Smith saith, I might never tonch fair lady's 
Ind." And Btepping back, he spoke a few worda with Empson 
muBician, wholeft theapartment, fora few minutea, 
sently retnmed.

JufACt, ashespoke tbe word, aconatable, witb three or 
fouT of bis assistants, armed nitb the old-fashioned browa- 
billa, wbicli were still uaed for armiag ihoac guardiana of the 
peace, cuto£Fourbero's farther progressto the water'sedge, 
by arreating him ia the Kiiig'a name. To atteinpt reaiBtance 
vouldhavebeenmadnesa, ashewas aurrounded oa alleidea;

HayiQg a high idea of bis ofiicial imporlance, and rather 
aa ezalted uotion of bu pereonal coDsequence , bis bonooT saw 
nothing from tbat time but corda aud duggers before hü eye», 
ttnd never atepped out of bie own house , whkh be fortified, 
andinaomemeasuregaTri«>iied,ffith half a dozentall wateli- 
meuADd conatables, witbout seeiug bimself watohed by a Pa- 
pist in diaguise , with a drawn aword under bis cloak. It was 
ereu whispered , tbat, id theagoniesof biBfean.the worship- 
ful Maater MauUtatute mistook tbe kitcfaen-irencb witb a 
tinder-box, fora Jesnitwitbapislot^ but if an}' one dared to 
langhatBueh an error, bewouldhave done well to conceal bis 
mirth, lest be feil under tbe heavj inculpation of belog a 
banterer and stifler of tlie Flot ~~ a crime almoat aa deep as 
that of being bimself aplottcr.

Gothic Hall, iio, nor Dr. Mejrick'e invaluable coUectiDn of 
ancient arms, haspreservcdaDyspecimeii. It iras called silk- 
armour,* b ein g comp osed of a doublet and breecbesofquilted 
silk, so cloaely atitcbed, aadof such tbickneas, aa tobeproof 
agaiast eithtir bullet oc Bteel^ nhile a thick bonnet, of tbe 
Barne materiala, with ear-flaps attacbed to it, and, on the 
irhole, mucb reEcmbliog a nigbtcap, compieted tbe equip- 
ment, and ascertained tbe accuritj of tbe wearer from tbe 
head to tbe knee. 

Masler Maulatatute, among other worthy eitJzena, bad 
adopted tbie siDgulai paaoply, which had the advautoge of 
beingBoft, and warm, audflexible, as well iiB safe. Atidhe 
now sat in bis judicial elbow-chair — asbort, rotund £gare, 
huDground, asitwere, witb cuebiona, forauch waa the ap- 
pearanceofthequilted garmenta; aud with a nose portmded 
from under tbe eilkencasque, tbeaizcof nbich, togetberwiÜi 
the un w ieldine sB of tbe wholeiigurc, gave hia worship do in- 
ditt'eieut resemblance to tbe sign of tbe Hog in Ärmour, which 
was considerablj improTed by tbe defensive garment being of 
aduakyorange-colDUT, not altogcther uulike thehueoftbose 
half- wild Bwine which are to be fooud in tbe foreeta of Hamp- 

gecnre in these invulaerable envelopment*, bia wonbip 
bad reated content, altbough severed from bis own death- 
doing weapoQB, ofrapier, poniard, and pistola, which wer« 
placed, ueTertheles», at no great distance from bia chair. 
One offensive implement, indeed, be tbought it prudent to 
keep on the table beaide Iub huge Coke upou Lyttleton. Th« 
waaa aart of pocket-flail, consiatingof upieceof atrongasli, 
abont eighteen inchea long, to which was attached a awinging 
olab of lignum-niim , nearly twice aa long ae the handle, bot 
joiuted Bo M to be easiiy folded up. Thu iustrameat, wbiA 
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e st tfast tiine the aingular name of tbe pTotestant Sail, 
night be concealed nnder the coat, imtil drcumstaaces [de> 
anandetl its public appearaoce, Ä better precttution agaiagt 
Bnrprise than his arms, mlietUer offensive or defensive, was a 
stroDg iron grating, vrbich, croesing the room in front of the 
Jnatiee's table, and communieating b; a grated door, whicb 
'aras nanall^f kept locked, eSectually separsted the accused 
jartyfrombisjudge. 

Jostice Maubtatute, euch aa -ne bave described bim, choso 
to hear the accuaation of the nitnesses before calling on 
Pereril for hia defence. Tbe detail of the affray waa briefly 
{^Ten by the hystoaders, and eeemed deeply to touch tha 
spirit of the examinator. He shook bis silken casque empha- 
ticallj, when he understood that, aftec aome language hfl- 
twist tbe parties, which the witneases did not quitc under- 
■tand, the foung man in custodj Struck the first blo», and 
drew bis Bword before the wounded party had unsheathed bis 
weapon. Ägain be sbook hia created head yet more aolemniy, 
when tbe re^ult of the conflict was knonn; and yet again, 
iriien one of the witnesses declared, that, to the best of hia 
Imowledge, the aufferer in the fray was a gentleman belooging 
to the household of his Grace the Duke of Backingham.

"And who art thou, then?" aaid the JuBtlcej "for, friend, 
to tellyou plainly, I like iiotyourviaage — ahem!" 

These shorE and emphatic congha were accompanied each 
by a aucclnct nod, intimating. tbc perfect couviction of the 
■peaker that he had mode the best, tbe wiseet, and the most 
aCDte Observation, of irhLcb the premiges admitted. 

Julian, irritated by tbe whole circumstaucea of bis deten-

AsaumiDg the virlue of more patience than he actnaüj' 
isesaed, Julian gare the magistrate, (to whom all the mild- 
neis of hia demeanour could not, honever, reconcile him,) the 
direction to the houss wbere he lodged, together wich a re- 
dest that bis servant, Lance Oatram, might be permitted to 
lend him bis moaey and vreariiig apparol: adding, that all 
, which might be in bis posaesaion, eitber of anns or writings, 
tbe fonncr amounting to a pair of traveiliiig pistole, and tbe 
lut to a few metnoranda of little conaequenee, he wülingly 
eonaented to place at the disposal of the magiatrate. It was 
m tbat momcnt tbat he entertained, nith aiacere aatiafaction, 
tbe comforting reflection, that tbe important papera of Ladj 
Derby irere already in tbe poaaesaion of tbe Sovereign. 

The Juatice promised attention to hia requests; bat re- 
ided him, with great dignity, that his preaent complacent

hours' scrmon. He liad recourse to a leaihcrn convcsiencfl, 
then more rare, but Just introduced, with everf prospect of 
the great faeüity wbich has aince been afForded hy häckn^ 
coaches, to all manner of communication , honest and dia- 
honest, legal and illegal. Onr frieod Julian, bitberto mnch 
more accuHtomed to tbe aaddle than to any olher conveyance, 
soon found himself in a backney carriage, mtb tbe coostable 
and iijo aseiatautB for bis cotnpaniona, armed up to the teeth 
— the port of destination belog, as they bad aiceady inÜ- 
ntated, the ancientfortreaBofNewgate. '^^~

fonued the flne convergation of the da;. 

Thia gay swarm of flutterers did not, however, attend 
closeoDtheEiog'Bperson, thoaghtheyhadaccompaniedhiin 
nponhispartjon theriver. Charles, whooftenfonnedmanly 
and sensible reflolutiona, though he was too easily diverted 
from them by indolencc or pleasure, haJ some desire to make 
himself personally acqnainted with the State of the military 
Stores, anna, &c. ofwhich the Tower was then, asnow, the 
magazine; and, although hehad broughtwith him the usnal 
number of hü courtiers, only tbrec or fonr attended him on 
the acrutiny which he intended.

Before he parted with Ormond on their arrival at White- 
haO, he tumed round to him, oa one who has made np hia 
reaoiation, and aaid, "Be aatisfied, my lord Duke — our 
Menda' case aball be looked to."

We intend to dwell only very generally on tlie nature of 
theii trial, nhich correaponded, in the outline, with almost all 
tboae »hich took place during the prevalence of the Popiah 
Plot. Thatia, one or two iufamoua and perjured evidenoee, 
wboseprofeasionof common inform ers b ad become frightf all; 
lacrative, made oath to the prisonerB' having expressed them- 
selves interested in the great confedcracy of the Catbolios. 
A unniber of others brought forward facta orsuapieiona, fcf- 
fecting the character of the partiea as honeat Proteetante and 
good eubjecte; and betwixt the direct and preanmptiTe eri- 
dence, enough waauaually eitractedforjustif^iiig, toacor- 
ropted Court and peijured jury, the fatal rerdict of 6i>i>ty. 

The fnry of the people had , however, now begun tö päss 
«way , exhaoBted even by ita own violence. The Eogliah na- 
tion difier from allothera, indcedevenfrom thoseof the Bister 
kingdome, in being very eaailyaatednithpuniahnieiit, even ' 
when they BUppoae it moat merited. Other natioDS are Ulw ' 
tbs tuned tiger, nhich, wben once its native appetite fbr 
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laoghtar ia indulged in one insUiiee, nubes on in pK>- 
miacaons rayages. Bat tbe Eagtiäh pablic have ftlwaja ratha 
resembled what is toldof theeieutlidog, whicb. eAgcr, fierce, 
■ndcbtmorous in pureuit of hi« prej, desists troiaitso soona« 
blood ia Bprinkled upon bis pa.tb. 

Men's mindfl were now beginning to ccwl — the cbaracter 
of tbe witoesses was more closelj eihed — their lestimonie« 
did not in all casea tallj — 'aadawbalesomesaspicioa began 
to be eDtertained of men, who would never aay tbey had made 
afiüldiscoTeryof all thejkne», but avonedlv resenred »ome 
pointBof eridence tobearonfutare triala. 

TheKiDgatao, nho hadlaiDpaasiTedaring the first boret 
of popnlaz fiiry , was now beglnoing lo bestir bimself , wbicb 
prödnced a marked effect on tbe conduct of tbe Crown 
Connsel, and even tbe Jndges. Sil Geerge Wakeman had 
been acqnitted in spite of Oatea'sdirecttestiniony; and public 
Attention was Btronglj eicited conceming tbe event of the 
nezt trial; wbich chanced to be that of the Pevcrils, fathei 
ftnd Bon, with whom, I know not from what concatenation, 
littie Hndsou the dwarf was placed at tbe bar of the Courtof 
King*« Bencb. 

It was a piteons slght to bebold a father and son , who^ad 
been ao long separated, meet under circumstouces so me- 
loncboly; and many t«ars were ehed, nhen the majestic old 
mma i— for sach he wa«, though now broken with years — 
Mded bis Hon to hisbosoBi, withamixtureof joy, aSeclion, 
•nd a bitter anticipation of the event of the impeDding trial. 
Tbere was a feeling in the Court that for a moment overcame 
erery prejudice aud party feeling. Many spectators shed 
tean; and tbere waa even a low moaning, as of tboBe wbo 
weep alond. 

Suchjaa feit themselves sufficiently at ease to reinarkthe 
conduct of poor tittle Geoflrey Uudson, wbo was scaicel; 
obaetYed amid the preponderating interest created by hiacom- 
pinions in nÜBfortune , could not but ootice a atrong degree of 
^RDitifioation ou tbe part of that dicninutiTe gentieman. He 

i ooothed bis great mind bj the tbooghta of playing the 
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character whieh be was Falled OQ to BUHtain, in a manner W 

shooldbe long remembered in that place; andonhiaentranoe','- 
hadsaluted tbenuinerousapectatorB,aa well as tbe Court, with 
a caTatier air, wlilch he meant shoiild cxpress gmce, higb< 
bieeding, perfect coolneEs, with a nable diaregard to the issUe 
of tbeir proceedings. But his little person was so obscured 
and joetied aside , on Üie tneetingof thefather andson, wbo 
had been brought in di£fercnt boala from the Tower, and 
placed at the bar at the eame moment, that hia diatresa and bis 
dignity were alike thrown into the back-graund, and attracted 
neither sympatb j nor admiratioQ' 

The dwarTs wiaest waj to attract attention, would have 
been to remaia qoiet, when soremarkableanexCerior wonld 
certaioly bave received in ita tum the sbare of public uotice 
**hich he Bo eagerlf coveted. But when did personal vani^ 
listen to the BUggestiona of prndence? — Our impaHent &iend 
scrambled, witb eome difiicultj, on the top of the benoh 
intended for bis seat; and tbere, "paining himself to stand 
a-tiptoe," like Chaucet'a gallaut Sir Chauuticlere , he chal* 
lenged the notice of the audieuce aa he atood bowing and 
claimingacquaintanceof hia namesakeSirGeoEFrey the larger, 
witb whoae Shoulders, notwithstanding hia elevated aituMion, 
he «ras acarcely yet upon a level. 

The taller Knight, whoae mind was occnpied in a very 
different manner, took no notice of theae advances upon the 
dwoif B part, but sat down witb the determination rather to 
die OD the apot thsji evince any Symptoms of weakneaa befbre 
Boundheads and Preabyterians; under which obnoxioos 
epitbets,being too old-fashioued to findout partydesignatioiu 
ofnewer date, he comprehended all persona concemed in hia 
present trouble. 

By SirGeoffrey the larger's change of position, bis face waa 
thus broughtonalevel witb thatof Sir Geoffreylhe lesa, who 
hadanopportunity of pullinghim by tliecloak. Ueof Martin- 
dale Castle, rather mechanicallythanconacioosly, turnedhia 
bead towards the large wrinkied visage, which, struggliog 
betweea &a aasumed air of eaay importance, and an aaxiou 
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dedreto benoticed, wasgrimaciug wjtfainayardof hii 
oeither the singular pbjsiogDOmy, the nods and smiles of 
greetiiig and recognition into which it was wreathed, northe 
Strange little form by »hich it was aupported, had at tbat 
moBieDt Uie power of eicitiag aoy recoUections in the old 
Knight'a mind; and having atared Tor a moment at the poor 
little man, hisbulkynamesake turnedawaj hisheadnithoot 
farther notice. 

Julian Peveril, the dwarf a more recent acquaintance, had, 
eren apaid his own aoxious feeliugs, room for sjmpathj with 
those of his littte feliow-mSerer. As aoon ae bc discovered 
tbat he was at the aame terrihle bar witb himself, although 
he coold not conceive how their cauecs came to be conjoined, 
iie aeknowledged him hy a heartj sbake of the band , whicfa 
the old man retnmed witb affecled dignif 7 and real gratitnde. 
«"WorÖiy youtb," hesaid, "thyprCBenceisreBtotative, like 
thenepenthe of Homer, even in this syncopä of ourmutualfate. 
I am concerned to see that yoar father hath not tbe same 
alacrityofsoul asthat ofoQr8,nhicharetodged withinsmaller 
OompBSif and that he hatb forgotten an ancient comrade and 
feIlow-Boldier,whDnow standi beside himto perfonii,perbapB, 
their last campaign." 

Julian briefly replied, that hia father badmuchtooceupy 
liim. But tbe little man — who, to do him justice, caredno 
more (in his own phrase) for immiaent danger or death, tbaa 
hedidfor thepunctureof aflea'sproboBcis — didnot Hoeosily 
niioance the Beeret object of bis ambition, which was to 
icqüire tbe notiee of the large and lofty Sir Geoffrey Peveril, 
«ho, being st leasttlireeincheatallertbanhisBon, wasinso 
ha poBsessed of tbat auperior exeellence, which the poor 
dwarf, in his Beeret sout , ralued before all othei distinetiona, 
tttbongh, inhisconveraatioD, be was constantly depreeiating 
it. " Good eomrade and namesake," be proceeded, atretehing 
out bis band, BOasagaintoreach tbe eider Pereril'scloak, "I 
förgiTeyouc wantof reminiacence, seeing itia longsincel aaw 
jroD at Naaeby , fighting as if yon bad aa many arms as tho 
Ekbied Briaieus." 
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TheKnightof Martiudale, wbobadagaiDturnedhishead 
tonards the little man, nndliadlistcued, usif endeaTOuringto 
make BomeHiiog out of big diacnucae, here interrupted liimwith 
a peeviah " Psliaw !" 

"Pahawl" repeated Sir Geoflrey the lea»; " Pfliam'. ia an 
eipressioQ of slight esteem, — nay, of contempt, — in alllan- 
gOBgea', and were this a. befittmg place — " 

But the Judgea Lad qow takeu tbeir places, the crien 
called BÜeiice, and the stem voice of the Lord Chief Jastice 
(the Dotorious Scrogga) demanded what the officers meaiit bj 
pennittiug the accueed to communicate together in open 

It may here be obserräd, that 4|iia celebrated peraonage 
waa, upon the present occasion, at ^ gre^t losa how ta proceed. 
Acalm, dJgaiSed, judicial demeanour, waa at do time the 
obaracterUtic of hia official conduct. Hb alwaya rautcd and. 
roaredeither OD theooeaideor theother; andoflate, hehad 
been much uaaettlcd nhich aide to take, heing totally in- 
capable of a,ay thiiig reseoibling impartiahtj. At the first 
tiiala for the Plot, nhen the whole strcam of popularity ran 
ftgainat the accused, no one had been eo loud as Scrogga; — 
to attempt to iupeach thecharacterof OatesorBedlowe, or 
anj other leadiug wilnesses, he treated aa a crime moie 
heinouB than it would have been to blaspheme the Goepelon 
which thej had been aworn — it waa a stifliiig of ihe Plot, or 
diacrediting of the King'a witnesaes — a crime not greatlj', if 
at all, ehort of high treaaon agaiuat tbc Klag himself. 

But, of late, a nen üght had begun toglimmerupoa the 
onderatanding of thia Interpreter of the laws, Sagaciooa in 
the aigna of tlie timea , be began to see tbat the tide ivas tain- 
ing; and that Court tiivour at leaat, and probably populu 
opinioaalao, were likcly , in aaborttime, to declare agaioit 
the witaeaaea, and in favour of the accuted. 

-.The opinion whicb Scrogga had bitherto entertained of the 
highreapectin which Shaftenburj, the patronof the Plot, waa 
beld by Charles, bad been defioitiTefy ahakeo hy a whispra

or afWwards. Tbis was ehewn by bis bullying do« tbe 
acciised, and novlthe witoesses, iike a mastiff loo much im- 
tated to lie still without bajiag , but uncertain «hom he shaU 
fint btte. 

The indictment waa then read; aad Sir Geoffrey Peveril 
heord, witfa Bome composnre , the first part of it, irbich stnt^d 
Um to have placed hi» son in the household of the Countess of 
Derby, arecusaiit Papist, for tiiepurpose of aidiiigthehor- 
rible sod bloodtbirsty Popiah Plot — with btivitig had arniB 
Mid ammunitioD concealed in his hoiue — aad wich recciving 
■ Uankcommission from the Lord StaSbrd, wi'ohad auBercd 
dealb OD acGoant of the Plot. But when the Charge went od 
to State that he had commuuicated For the same purpose with 
Gleod&ey Hudson, sometimeB calledSirGeoffi'ey Hudson, now, 
wformerly, in the domestic Service of the Queeu Dowager, be 
looked at his compaDion as if he suddeuly rccalled htm to ' 
Temembrance, and broke out impatjently, " These lies are too 
gross to require a momeDt's conaideratian. 1 might haro kad-, 
eaoQgh of intercoume, though in'nothingbutiTbat nailt 
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andianocent, nitbmy noble kinsman, the late Lord Stkl 
— Iwill call bim so iDapiteof hUmUfoTtuDeB — andwithtnj 
wife'a relation, the Honourftble Countees of Derby. But »hat 
Ukelihood caa there be that I ahould have coUeagued with a 
decrepit buffaon, with wboin I nerer had an inBtaDt'BCOmmani- 
catioa, sare occe atanEasterfeast, wlien I whhtied a boni- 
pipe, aa he danced on a trencher, to amuae tho Company?" 

Therageofthepoordwarf broughttearsin hiBeyea,while, 
withanBfiectedlaugh, beaaid, thatinstcadoftboae juvenile 
ftnd feBtive passages, Sir Geoffrey Peveii' migbt bave re- 
merobered hia chargmg aloDg with bim at Wiggan-Lane. 

"Onmyword," aaid Sir GeofFrey , afteramoment'sreool- 
lection, " I will do you jostice, Maater Hudson — I believe yon 
were there — I think I heard you did göod aervice. But yoo 
vill allow you might have been near one without hia seeing 
you." 

A BOrt of Htter mn through tbe Court at the aimplicity of 
the largei SirGeoSrey's testimony, wbicb the dwarf endea- 
Voored to control, by Etaudlng on bis tiptofs, and looking 
fiercely around, as if to admonish tbe laugbers that theyin* 
dnlged tbeir mirth at their oitd peril. But perceiviog th&t thü 
only excited fartber scorn, he coinposed bimself into a 
Bemblance of careleaa coatempt, obeerving, nith a amile, that 
tto one feared tbe glance of a chnined lion; a magnificwit 
simile, which rather increaaed than dimiaiBbed tbe mirth of 
those wbo heard it. 

Againat Julian Pereril tbere failcd not to he cbarged the 
aggravated fact, that he had been bearer of letters betweenthe 
Connteaa ofDerby and otherPapistsandpriests, engagedin 
theuniveraal treaBOiinbloconspiracy of theCathoIics; and the 
attack of the houae at MoultraBsie-Hall, — witb bis skinnish 
with Cbiffincb, and hia aasault, as it was termed, on the per»on 
of John Jenkiiia, servant to tbe Dnkeof Buckingham, were all 
narrated at length, asaomany open and overt acta oftreason- 
able import. To tbis Charge Feveril contented himself with 
pleading — Not Quilty. 

HiB little companion was not Batisfied with so simple aplea; 
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fcr whenhehearditread, aa apart ofthecharge applyiog to 
hitn, tbat he had received from an agent of the Plota blank 
comnÜBiioii as Colone) ofaregimeDtofgrenadiera, bereplied, 
in wraÜi and scom, that if Uoliath of Gatb had come to him 
mth such a proposal , and prolfercd hin the command of the 
whole BODS of Anak inabody, hc »hould never have hadoc- 
euionoToppartunitj to repeat tli« tetnptation to auother. "I 
wonld have siain him," said thelittlemanof lojaltj, "even 
lAere he atood," 

The Charge was »tated auew by the Coiinael for the Crown ; 
uid fortb csme tbe notorioua Doctor Gates, ragtling in the 
fall eilken ca&onicals of priestbood , for it was at a time nhen 
he affected no small dignity of eiterioi- decoration and de- 
portment. 

Thia aingulaTTnan, irho, aided by theobacureintrigaeaof 
the Catbolics themaelvea, and tbe fortuitous circumstaace of 
Üodfyey'» murder, had been able to cram down the public 
äiroat such a maas of abaurdity aa hia eridence amouiitB to, 
had DO other talent for impoature tban an impudence which 
<et conriction and abame alike at defiaoce. A man of aense or 
nflectäon, by trying to givc bis plot an appearance of more 
probabili^, wokildmoatlikelyhavefailed, as niae men often 
doin addresaing tbe multitude, from not daring to calculate 
Ipon the prodigioua extent of their credulity, eapecially where 
tte figmenta preaented to them involve the fearful and the 
lerrible. 

Oates was by nature cholcric; and the credit he bad 
aoqaired made bbn insolent and conceited, Even hia eiterior 
was portentoUB. A äeece of white periwig shewed a moet 
uncoutb viaage, of gceat length,baving the moutb, aa theorgan 
by uaeof whichhe was to rie t« emihence, placed in theveiy 
centre of the countonance , and cihibiting to the aatontshed 
Bpectator as mucb chin beloir as tbere wna nose and brow 
abore tbe aperture. llia pronunciation, too, wus after a con- 
Deited fashion of hia ovm, in which be a<:cented tbe voweU ina,' 
maniier altogether peculiar to hjmself. 

ThiB notorioua perGonago , such aa we have described him. 
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stood fortli on fhe present trial, and delivered hia astoniahing 
testimonj concemiiig tha existence of a Catholic Plot for the 
subTersioaofthegoverniiient Hnd murder of theKiog, in the 
same general outline iuwhicbitma; befoundiiieveryEnglish 
histoij. But as the Doctor alirajs had in reaerre aome special 
pieceof evidence affectingthoaeimmediatelyon trial, hewaa 
pleased, on the present occaeion, deeply to iaculpa.te the 
Countess of Derby. "Hehadseen,"asbeBaid, 'Hhat honoor- 
able ladj nhen he was at the Jesuits' College at Saint OmerV 
She had Bent for liim to an inn, or auberge, as it waa there 
termed — thesipnof the Golden Lamb; and had ordered him 
to breakfaet in the sanie room with her ladjahip; and aiter- 
wards toldhim, that, knowiug beiraB trustedby theFathers 
of the Society, abenaa determincd that he ehould have ashare 
of her Becrets also ; and thefenithal , that she drew from her 
boEom a broad aharp-poiiited knife, such aa batchers kill 
abeep with, and demanded of him wbat be tbougbt of it for Sit 1 
purpiise; and when he, the iritneaa, Baid for wbat purpoae, she i 
rapt him on the fingen vrith her fan, called him a diül felloir. 1 
and aaid it was deaigned to kill the K.iug ivith." ' 

Here Sir Geoffrey Peveril could no longer refrain bis 
indignation and BUrprise. "Mcrcy of Heaven!" he said, 
" did ever oue hear of ladies of quality carrying butchering 
kniTes about them, and telling every acurvy companion sbe 
jnetmt to kill theKing with them? — Gentlemen of the Jury, 
dobnt thiskifthiBiareasonable — though, if tbe villainconld 
■""provebyanyhoneat evidence, that my Lady of Derby ever let 
Buch H Bcum aa bimedf come to spcech of her, I woold believe 
all he cau Bay." 

"Sir Geoffrey," aaid the Judge, "reat you quiet — You 
mnat not fly out — passion helpa you not bere — the Doctor ' 
muBt be Buffered io proeeed." 

Doctor Oateawentonto State, howtheiady complainedof "3 
the wrongB the Houae of Derby had auatained from the King, « 
and the oppreasionof her religio!], audboaetedof theachemeB-M 
at the Jeauita and seminary prieata; and bow they nonld be^S 
fartheied by her noble kinsman of the House of Stanl^. ' Hf:^ 
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äoallj aveired thut both the ConntesE) and the Fathers of the 
senÜDaiy abroad, fouDdedmuchuponthetalents and conrage 
of Sir Geofircj'PeverilaiidhiBsaQ — tbe latter ofnhom was a 
member of her famil^. Uf ilud^on, he only recoliected of 
haringheardoneof thcFathers$af,thatalLliougb butadwarf 
iastataro, he would proveagiantiuthe cause of theChurcb." 
Wbeo be had ended bis evideoce, there was a pause, ualil 
tbe Judge, as if the thougiit had auddenlj occurred to bim, 
demaiided of Dr, Gates, wbether be had ever meutioned fbe 
namee of the Countess of Derby in any of the previoas iofor- 
matioDB nhicb be had lodged before the Privy Council, and 
elsenbere, upon tbis aSair. 
Ht Oates Beeujedratheraurpi'laedat tbeque9tioii,andco!oiired 
Kh auger, ag he aDäwered, iu bis peculiu mode |of pronun- 
op, " Whoy, HO, maay laard." 
'"ADdpray,Doctor,"Baid tbe Judge, " how came ho great 
evealer of mystcries as yoa have lately prov'ed, to have 
Fered so mateiial a circiimBtance as tbe accession of thia 
irerful family to the Plot to have remained undiäcovered?" 
"Maay laard," Said Oates, with rauch effrontcry, "ayedo 
me bere to have my evidcace questioned as touching tbe 

do not qiiestionyourevidence, Doctor," aaidScroggs, 
the time iras not arrived tbat hedaredtreat himroughty, 
or do I doubt the eiiatence of the Plaat, maae it ib your 
lABiire tOBwearto it. I would only have you, foryourown 
LC, and the Batisfaction of all good ProteBtaata , to eiplaia 
yyonhavekept back auch a weigbty point of inibrmatiOD 
m the King and country." 

"Haay laard," Said Oafea, "I will tellyona pretty ßible." 
"I hope," answered the Jadge, "it may be the fintand 
It wbicb you shall teil in tbis plaue." 
"Maay laard," cotitinu3d Üates, " there naaonceafaus, 
10 having to carry a goose over a frazen river, and being 
tüä tbe aice would not bear bim and bis booty, did caay 
reraetaane, mylaaril, inthefiratiiiatance, t« piora tbe 
rengtbof tbe aice." . ^.-_ ■jJii' 
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" So yonr former evideDcewciebuttheetoiie,Bndiiow, fbr 
the firat time, jou have brought iu the goose?" aaid Sir 
WUliamScroggs; "to tellos this, Doctor, iB to make geese of 
the Court aad Jarj." 

"I deaoire yonr laardship's honest conatniction ," said 
Oates , wbo aaw the carreat changing agaüat him , but was 
determtncd to pay tbe score nitb effrontery. " Alt meu knaw 
at what coast aad praice I have givea my evidence , whiob bas 
beenalways, uoderGaad, themeaasof awakening thispooi 
naation to the dangeroua staute in nhich it Stands. Many bere 
knaw that 1 have been obliged to faartify my ladging at 
Whitehallagaiust Ihebloody fapiats. Itwasnottobe thought 
that 1 shonld have brought all the story out at aance. 1 thuik 
your wisdom wouid have advised me otherwise." * 

"Nay,Doctor," said the Judge, " it is not for me to dtrect 
youin thisftffair; andit is for the Jury tobelieveyouor not; 
and as for mysolf , I sit bere to do justice to botb — the Juiy 
have beard your auswer to my ijuestion." 

Doctor Oates retired from the nitnesa-boz rcddening Uke 
a tuikey-cock, as one totally unuBed to have such accounti 
qaeetioued as he chose to lay before the courtsof juetjce; and 
there was, perhaps, fgr tbe first time, amougst the couusel and 
aoUcitors, as well as the templara and students of law there 
present, amurmur, distinct aad audible , uufavourableto the 
charactei of tbe great fatber of tbe Fopish Plot. 

Everett andDangerfield, with whom thereaderiaalreadj 
acquaiated, were theo called in successlou to sustidn the acca- 
aation. They wero aubordtuate iuformers — a sortof under- 
Hpurleath^B, a« tbe oant term went — who followed the path 
of Oates, with all deference to bis superiorgeniasandinveo- 
tioD, and made their own fictioua chime iu and barmoaiie with . 
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hü, B« well u their taleots conid devüe. Bat as their evidemo« 
had ftt no time ieceiv«d tho fall credence into which the im- 
pudenceof OatcB had cajoled the public, so tbey now began 
to fall into discredit rather more haatil; thau their prototjpe, 
ai the Bupeiadded turreta of an ill-coiutrueted buUdiag ara 
natnrallj the firat to give way. 

It vas in vaia that Everett, with thepreciBion of ahypo- 
nite, and Dangerfield, with the audacity of a bolly, narrateil, 
fith added circambtanses of BUBpicioD and cnmiaalitj', their 
neeting with JiüianPeveril inLiverpool, and again atMartin- 
dale Castle. It was in rain thej deecribed the arms aad ac- 
eOBtrem«Qts iWhieh the^ pretended to have diacovered in old 
Sir GeoSre;'s poseeBaion; aod tbat thcj gavo a most dreadful 
(ecount of the eecape of tbe youngcr Peveiil fromMoultraoaie- 
Ball, hy meonH of aa armed force. 

The Jury listened coldly, and it was visible that theywere 

but little n)ov«d bj the accuaation; eapeciallj as the Judge, 

tt-lwaffl profesÜDg bis belief in the Plot, and bis xeal for the 

-C'roteBtaot religion, was ever and anon reminding them that 

^Kesnmptiona were no proofs — that hearaay was no eridence 

~ — that thoae wbo made a trade of discovery mere likely to aid 

^heirreaearcbeBbyiaventton — and that withoutdoabting the 

!^;ailt of the unfortunate piersons at tbe bar, be wonld gladljr 

liearsomeevidencebroughtagainat themaof diSereotnataie.

Plot. On the otber band , here !■ a worsbipful old kntgbt , for 

nchlmustsupposehim tobe, Hincebebasbledofteninbattle 

bcthe King, — sncb, Imastsay, Isopposehim tobe, ontilh« 

Pmarli tf On Kult. ir. 17 
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is praved otherwise. And here ia his son, a hopefiil y 
gentlemon — we mnat aee that they have rigbt, Maatn 
Attoroey." 

"Unque8tionably,iny lord,"answered theAttorney. "God 
forbidetsä! Butne wiUmakeout thesc mattersagaiaEttheie 
nubappy gentlemen in a, manDermorecloae, if jourlordship 
wül pennit ua to bring in onr eHdence." 

"GooDiMaater AttcuTiey,"Baid the Judge, throwinghim- 
tdf back in bii seat. "Heaven forbid 1 hinder proviog the 
King's acciuationl I only say, wbat you know as nell a» 
I, tbat de nrjn ajiparentibu» el non exiMtenlilitia eadem est rafio." 

"We ahalltben call Master Bridgenorth, aByourlordfilup 
adnaea, wbo I tbink ia in waiting." 

"NoI" answered a voice from tbe crowd, apparentlythat 
of afemale; "beia tooniseand too honest to be here." 

Tlie voice was diatinct as that of Lady Fairfai, when she 
expresaed bcraelf to a aimilar eff eut on tbetrialof Charles the 
First ; but tbe rescarcbea which were niadc on the preaent oc- 
CMion to diacorer tbe Speaker were unsuccesaful. 

After the sligbt confuaion occasioiied by this circumstancc 
was abated, tbe Attomey, wbo had been talking aaide witb 
theconductoraof theprosecDtion, aaid, " Wboever favoured 
mwith that informatioii, mylord, badgoodreaaonforwhat 
theyiaid. Master Bridgenorth has become, lamtold, aad- 
deiüy invisiblc since thia momiog."

"I 
Gonld have proved by tbis worahipful gentleman, Marter 
Jnatice Bridgenorth, the ancient iriendship betwi\t this party, 
Sir OeoEfrey PeTeril, and tbe Coaatusa of Derby, of wboae 
doingsaodinteDtiousDoctorOateshaagivenBUcbadeiiberate 
evidence. I could have proved bis having abeltered her in hi* 
Castle against a proceaa of law, and rescued her, by force of 
arms, fromthiavery Justice Bridgenorth, not without ae tllri 
▼ioleace. MoteoverilcouldbaTeproTedagaiostyouugPoi^^^ 
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the wbole uEFraj chafged upon Iittk by the aame nonhipfnl 
evidence." 

Here the Jndge stuck thia thumba into bis girdle, whiab 
waa a favoarite atlitudä of his on such occaBions, and ex- 
claimed, "Pahaw, pahaw, Master Attomey! —Teil me not 
that you ciiuld have proved this, and you covld have proved 
that, or that, or this — Prove what you will, butllet itbe 
throQgh themouths of yoor evidence. Meu are not to be licked 
Dut of tfaeir Uvea by the rough aide of a lawyer's tongue." 

"Nor is a foulPlot to be smothered," aaid the Attomey, 
"foi alt the hast« your Lordahip is in. I cannot call Master 
OiiCSnch neither, as he ia employed on theKing's especial 
sfiiaira, aa I am this inatant certiorated from the Court at 
WhitehalL" 

"Produce the papera, theo, Master Attomey, ofwhich thia '^ 
yonng man is said to be the bearer," aaid the Judge. 

"Theyarebefore the Privy Council, myLord." 

"Thenwhydoyou foundoathem here?" aaid theJttdge 
— "ThiBiBBOmathingliketrifliugwith the Court." 

"Since your Lordship girea it that name," said the At- 
tomey, aitting down in aliuff, "you may manage the cause 
aa you wilL" 

"If you do not bring more Qvidence, Ipray you tocharge 
the Jury," said the Judge. 

"I shall not take the trouble to do so," said the Crown 
Coonael. " I aee plainly how the matter ia to go." 

"^ay, but be better adviaed," saidScroggs, "Consider, 
yonrcase ia but half proved respecting the twoPeverila, and 
dotb Dot pinch ou the little man at all, aaving tbat Doctor 
Gates said that he waa in a certain caae to prove a ^ant, 
which aeema no very probable Popish miracle." 

Thia aally occasioned a laugh in the Court, which the 
Attomey- General aeemed to take in great dndgeon. 

"MaiterAttomey," said Oatea, who alwaya interfered in' 
äie Management of theae lawBuita, " thia is a piain and absolutsi' 
^ving away of the cause — I most neede eay U, a mere atoifling 
«ftheFlBat." J 
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"Then tfaedevil wliobred it tnayblo-wwind intoit^ 
if he ÜBts," anflwered the Atlorney General; and, flingiBJ^ 
down'biB brief, he teft the Court, asinahuffwith all who were 
concemed in the affair. 

The Jndge baving obtained silence, — for a mnrmur arose 
in the Court when the Connsel for the proseeution thre» op 
hü brief, — began to cbarge tbe Jury, bal^tncing, aa he had 
dODB throughout the wholc day, the dltFerent opinioiu b; 
which he seemed altematcly strayed. He proteeted on hü 
Balyation that he had no more douht of the existenee of the 
honid and damnable coospiracy calied the Popish Plot, tfasn 
be had of the treachery of Judna lacarioti snd that he con- 
Bidered Oates as the instrument nnder Provideace of pre- 
■erviDg tbe nation irom all the miserics of his Majesty'a anaa- 
iination , and of a accond Saint Barth olomevr, acted in tfie 
stieets of London. Bnt then he stated it was the candid eoD- 
■tractionof the law of England, that the woi^e the crime, Ihe 
more strong should be the evidence. Uere was the caw ef 
accessories tried, whilsE their principsl — for Buch he ahooM 
eaQ the Countees of Derby — was unconricted and at large; 
and ftr Doctor Gates, he had bul apoke of raatters wbtch pw- 
sonally applied to that noble lady, whose words, if abe nsed 
such in passion, toBcbing nid nhich sfre expected in some 
treasonable mattera from these Pcverits, nnd from her kin«- 
men, orlierBon'Bkinsmen,of the Houeeof Stanley, inayhtt»e 
boen but^a burst of female reaeotment — dulcii Amarylti&hira, 
as the poet hath it. Who knoweth but Doctor Ostes did mis- 
take — be being a gentl^msn of a comely conntenance and 
easy demeanonr ~- ttris aame rap with the fan as a chasfise- 
meut forlackof courage intbeCatbolic canae, when, peiad- 
venture, it was otherwiae meant, as Popiab ladiea will put, it 
is eaid, auch neophytcs and ynnlhful candidates for Orders, tu 
mBny severe trials. "I speak these things jocularly," aaid 
theJadge, "baving nowjsh to atain tbe reputationeitberof 
tbe Uonourable Countesa or the lievcrend Doctor; only X 
tfaiuk the bearing between them may have related to n '* ' 
ttttngiliortoflügbtreason. Aafor whattbeAttomey-Gr" 
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lathsetforthof rescueBondforcc, andlwotnotwhat, sniel 
, that in B. civil countrj, when aucb things happen, such 
lAhingB mtiy fae proved ; and that you and I, gentlemen, are tiot 
■to take th«m for granted gratuitously, Touching this othei 
priBoner, Üäs Gatlriilus wiitimw, hemuatncedBsay," becon- 
'tinued, "he could not dlscovei even a ahadow of suspidcw 
txgainst bim. Was it to be thoagbt so abortive a Creatore 
would thrust himaelf into ttiedepthBofpolicy,farleB8intOBtra- 
ig«iii3 of war? Thcy hud but to kiok at him to conclude the 
mtrary — the crentiire naa, from bis age, fitter for the grare 
"tlian a coDspiraoy — and by hie size«»d appearance, foi the 
«ineideofararee-show, ths.n tbemygteiiegof aplot." 

Tue dwarf herc broka in npon the Judge by force of 
»•creaming, to aseure him tbat he had been, simple as he efit 
btbere, engaged in seven plota in CromtveU'a time; and, a» he 
^roudly added, mthsomeoftbetallestmenof England. The 
iMiatchless look and air with which Sir Geofirey made Uüs 
., «et all a-laughitig, and increaaed tbe ridicule with 
whieh the irhole trial began to be rcccived; ao that it was 
tainidat ehaking BJdcs and watery eyes tbat a general verdict 
EOf Not tiuilty waa pTonounced, aud the prieouers diimiased 
rirom the bar. 

\t a nartncr sentiment anakened among thoee who aaw 
«he father aud son thron themselves into each other'e arms, 
lamd, aftcr a hearty embraee, extend their haadstotheirpoor 
> Jittle companion in peril, who, likeadog, wben presentata 
< umilarecenc, had a taet euctweded, byatretchiughimBelf np 
■ tothem and whimperingat the same time, to secnre to bimaelf 
sportion of thcir lynipalhy and gratulation. 

Such was the siiigular lermination of tbis trial. Charles 
Jhnuelf was dcsirona to have taken eonsiderable credit with 
|the Duke of Ormond for the evaaion of tlie law, wbich had 
been thus efiected by bis private connivance^ and was both 
^«nrprised and mortiüed at the coldneas with which bis Grace 
ireplied, thät bc was rejoiced at the poor gentlemen'a safety, 
iibnt would rathef have had theKing redeem them likea prince. 
by his royal prcrogative of mercy, tban tbat his Judge ehonl* 
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convey them ont of the power of the l&w, like a jof 
biB cupi and balk.

who bad from birth, and to the coartien wbo held by offiee, < 
theprivilegeof themfi/e. 

Itwasonepartiof Charles'» character, nbich unqueatioii- 
ttbly rendered him personally populär, and postponed to a 
eubsequent reign tbe precipitalion of hia fatnilj from tbe 
throne, that he banUhed from hia Court raanj of the formal 
restrietiona with which it was iu otber reigna aurrounded. He 
was conecions of tbe good-natured grace of hia maunerB, and 
truated to it, often uot in vain, to remove evil impresaioni 
ariaing from actions, which be waa aenaible could not be juati- 
fied OD the grounda of liberal or national policf. 

In tbe daytime the King was commoalj aeen in tbe public 
walks alone, or only altended by one ortwo peraons; and bis 
anewer to Ihe remonatrance of Üb brother, on theriskof tbos 
eiposing hia peraon, Ib wellknown; — "Believeme, James," 
he Said, "no one will mnrder me, to make ijim King." 

In the same manocr, Charles's eveninga, unleas Buch aB 
were destined to more secret pleasurCB, were freqaently speut 
amongst all who bad any preience toapproacbaconrtlycircle; 
and thusittras lipon the night which wearetreatingot^ Qneen 
Catherine, reconciled or humbied to ber fate, bad long ceaeed 
to express any fcelinga of jcalouay, nay, seemed bo abBolutely 
dead to auch a paaaion, that ahe rcccived at her drawing-room, 
without acraple, and even with encouragement, tbe Duchesaes 
of FortsmouthandClerelaud, andotherB, whoeiijojcd,lbougli 
in aleas avowed character, tue credit ofhavingbeea rojal fa- 
Tourites. Conetraintof every kind waa baniBhed Iram a circle 
■0 compoaed, and which was frequcnted at tbe aame time, if 
notby the wiseBt, at leaBt by the wittiest courtiers, who ever 
aasembled round a monarch, and who, aa niany ofthem had 
shared the wants, and shifts, and trolica of bis exile , had then 
acquired a aort of prescriptivclicenae, wbicb tbegood-natured 
prince, when he attained hia period ofproBperity, couldhardly 
haverestrainedhadit Buited hie temper todo so, This, how- 
ever, waa tbe leaat of Cbarles's tbougbta. His mauners were 
auch aaaecured him from indelicate obtrueion; and be aonght 
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DO other protection froin-OTer-fanuliaritf, than what theae 
ftnd bis readj wit afforded him. 

On the present occasion|, he was peculiarly diaposed to 
enjoy tlie scene of pleaaure nhich had been prep&rcd. Tlie 
Singular death of Major Coleby, nhich, taking place in hiaown 
preeencc, hadprociaimed, with thc voiceof a passing bell, the 
tmgratefiil neglect of the Prince for whom he had aacrificed 
flveiy IliiDg, bad givcn Charles much pain. üul, in hia own 
opinionat leaat, he had completely atonedforthisnegligence, 
by the trouble whieh hfl had taken for Sir Geofirey Peveril 
and hie aon, whoae liberation he looked upon notonlyasan 
excellent good decd in itself, but, in epite of the grave rehnka 
of Ormond, ae acbiercd in a verypardonable manner, coneider- 
iDg the difiicultiea with wbich he was surrounded. He eren 
ftUa d<?gcee of aatiafaction on rcceiving itilelligence from the 
dty that there bad bccn dietnrbnnces in the {atreeb , and that 
■ome of tbe inore violent fanatica bad bctaken themaelvea to 
their Dieeting-bouses, upon audden sommona, to inquire, as 
their preachera phraaed it, into the cauaes of Heaven'a wrath, 
■nd inlo the backsliding of the Court, lawyera, and jnry, l^ 
whom tlie falae and bloody favourers of the Popish Plot wer« 
Hreened and cloaked fi-om deaerred puniabment 

The Klug, we repeat, aetmed to hear theae accounts wiSi 
pleosure, eren nhen he was reminded of the dangeroua and 
MUceptible character of those nilh whom auch auapicions 
Oliginated.

"YourMajeaty," beaaid, "muat be intormed 
that the Counless haa impoaed a reatriction on French — the 
iangnage of gailaniry and compfiment. I truet your Msjeaty 
will, though a foreigner, like herseif, find enough of honest 
Engliah to assure the Countesa of Derby, with what pleaaute 
we aee her at Court, öfter ihe abaence of so many years." 

"I will endeavour to do ao at least," aaid Ihe Queen, on 
whom the appearance of the Counteaa of Derby made a more

"Thia is unusual," aaid Chnr'.oa, "Bat you, Countessof 
Derby, are an uuwoutcd guest, aiidmostcommandinytlme. 
DocBlbe matteriequii-emy private earV" 

"Fcrmy part," aaid tbe Countesp, "tbe whole Court might 
listen; but yottc Mfljesty may prcft'r bcariug nie in tbe pte- 
seiiccof oneor twoof yourcounbellors." 

"Ormond," saidtheKiag, looking aronnd, "attendiuloT 
aniuataut, — aaddoyoo, Ajlington, dotbeaame." 

Tbe King led tbe way into an adjoiniiig cabinet, ^d, 
seatiog himaelf, rcque^tcd tbe Couatcss would also.taka a 
cbair. "It needa not, aire," ehe replied; tbenpausingfora 
momeot, aa if to collect her tfpirits abe proceeded with ßimaem.
